tradition of the "l.lnck bottle" will l>e 
handad down to curse the new. In 
the minds of the unenlightened this 
fiction of the past has become a fact, 
as firmly believed as the doctrine of a 
religion. The black bottle Is the eu- 
thanasia of the useless, the Incurable 
or the troublesome.

The overflowing congregation at 
night inspired Mr. Wright to the 
finest sermon that he has preached 
thusfar, on "Repentance." Thecon- 
text declares with startling plain- 
ness that death is an absolute cer- 
tainty, though it may come in many 
forms. Come as it may, it muet 
come to every man and every man 
must be prepared for It. 

"Repentance is not sorrow for the 
consequences of sin. You may be 
sorry that your sin is to be punished 
when you have been found guilty 
but this is no proof (hat you are 
sorry for the sin itself. It is not 
at having been found out and 
disgraced, for had not the discovery 
and exposure never come you would 
still continue in your sins. It is not 
fear of death for even an earnest 
christian may shrink from dying. 
Many a man deceives himself into 
thinking his repentance is sincere 
when the only feeling is one of fear 
to meet his God as he feels the ap- 
proach of death. Death bed repent- 
ance is possible but its reality in 
most cases is not borne out by the 
facts. 

"Repentance is the appreciation 
of the mercy of God which involves 
the realization that sin, in its real 
nature, is against God, and not 
merely against man, and also the 
appreciation of the love of Christ 
in dying for you. It means being 
sorry for the sin itself with such a 
sorrow that you will give it up no 
matter what it costs. If you are 
really repentant you will decide now 
to give up that you know is sinful.

Mr. Sconce was impressed and de- 
cided to plant all the kernels found 
on it. To his surprise, the ears pro- 
duced this fall were found to be the
